AT LITTLE BEAR LAKE 


ED IN BLIZZARD 


-FIGHT WAY IN SNOW 


:''While .'their neighbors aild friends 
in the valley were picking' thousands 
of - roses to decorate fiesta floats, six 
^Sovina people were*-fighting their way 
through fourteen miles of snow two 
feet deep on the trail out of Bear Val­ 
ley. These people tell one of the most 
TemaTkable stories that has ever come 
out of the Sierra Madro mountains. 
They went from a land of orange blos­ 
soms and sunshine into a howling bliz­ 
zard in the expiration of but a few 
hours, and they were marooned on the 
edge of Little Bear LaXe for four days, 
with the^terrts half buried in snow. Not 
one of them was injured or made sick 
by the experience, and the woman who 
tells the story intimates that it was all 
great fun. Bear valley is over the 
range above San Bernardino. Here is 
the story of this remarkable trip: 


(BY MBS. S. S. ASCHENBBE3STNER.) 


After being snow-bound for four days 
at Little Bear lake, a fishing party con­ 
sisting of Mr. and Mrs. J. P. Overhol- 
tzer, Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Lunde, and 
Mr. and Mrs vS. S. Aschenbrenner, re­ 
turned Tuesday night about 7:30 o'­ 
clock. 


"We left Covina at ten in the morning 
last Friday, and found it raining just 
beyond San Bernardino, but it seemed 
to be only a shower, and by, the time 
we had eaten lunch at the toll-house it 
had cleared, so we proceeded, and by 
'the time we had reached the part of the 
grade called ' ' switch-back'/ it began to 
snow. It continued to snow all the way 
up to the crest, but on account of the" 
lateness of the season it did not seem 
possible that the snow would last long, 
although we met several 
machines 
coming out. 


"When our party reached the camping 
place at Little Bear lake, about two 
miles beyond "Blue Jay Camp," we 
found about eight inches of snow. We 
pitched camp, and in a very short time 
had a tent up large enough to hold 
three beds. Theh we stretched a large 
Canvas between the trees in front of 
^•the tent and put • one machine on each 
side. 
Another canvas made a cover 
above the stove. There was plenty of 
good dry pine wood full of pitch, so it 
did not take long to get a "good hot fire 
going. Everything was in slip-shape 
"before^, night fell. We had cots and mat­ 
tresses and lots, of blankets and kept 
warm and comfortable in .the tent. 


Friday night it snowed all night, and 
in the morning when the sun came out 
(for a fow moments) it was the most 
beautiful Bight to see those evergreen 
trees all covered with snow, and the 
snow all around on the level was a foot 
deep. 


The men went fishing from 5:30 to 


8 a.m., and when they returned to camp 
for breakfast had caught seventeen fine 
big Balmon trout. After breakfast was 
over and the camp work done we all 
went fishing. We had five poles and 
lines and a dip-net for the sixth person. 
At the lake we built a big bon-flre, and 
although it snowed and sleeted, and the 
wind blew all day, wo fished until about 
4:30 o'clock, and fqund we had caught 
«ixty-two fine salmon trout, ranging in 
length from ten to fourteen inches. Mr. 
Lunde landed the largest fish of all, 
and it measured exactly fifteen inches. 


Saturday night it snowed, and Sun­ 
day we spent in camp telling stories 
around the camp fire and reading, and 
•we had a gentlema^i from Colton, who 
'was alone and camped near us, over for 
a big fish dinner with us and he brought 
us somo books and magazines to road. 
We had a prestolite tank with gas burn­ 
er'attached to furnish a light, and could 
.carry it in and out of the tent as we 
wished. It made a fine light to read 
by Sunday night. 


Monday morning the snow had set­ 
tled down and it was sixteen inches 
deep on the level all around camp, and 
.these was fifteen inches of snow on top 
of the auto tops. In the night when 
anyone woke up we would bump tho 
top of the tent to shake off the snow. 
I t was very warm in the-tent because 
the snow was clear up to tho top of tho 
wall and packed in tight. 


Monday wo went to the lake again 
and fished from about 0 a.m. until 5 
p.m. and caught Beventy-two big sal­ 
mon trout and one brook trout. 


We ladies had just as good luck as 
the men did, and it was the greatest 
sport to reel in those big lovely fifth. 
Some of them would whirl round and 
round and fight so long before they 
_would give.up, while others would lead 
right in. Three times we landed two at 
a time on ono line. 


' 
Tuesday morning wo decided that wo 
must try and get home, because we had 
left the little folks with tboif grand­ 
parents, and wo knew they would be 
worried about us. The men got up at 
5 o'clock and went fishing. .They re- 
tiir.'uul to esi:i;f) at 8 o'clock for bn.-ak- 
fnst and had twenty fine big fish. 


We decided to bring out only one 
machine and leave all the camp outfit, 
supplies, etc., until the snow thawed. 


Mr. Aschenbrenner got his mnehine 
ready to bring us ladies out, and tho 


other boys wereto go as far as neces­ 
sary and then return to camp. 


For two miles we had to-break track 
and would only go a few feet at a 
time because the 
vsnow would. pile up 
in front of the car clear to the top of 
the radiator, then they would have to 
shovel a place clear and back up a little 
and make another run for it. In this 
manner we managed to make two miles 
or so as far as "Blue Jay Camp." At 
this place two other machines had just 
gone out, and the track being broken, 
we soon overtook them. The man all 
shoveled and everyone pushed aud y e 
got within about a quarter of a mile 
of the top of the long "Do,bbih's" 
grade when the chains on the head enr 
(a Cadillac roadster) wore clear out 
and the wheels would not take hold at 


all. 
They were able to get a little team 
•of mules to pull them up the balance 
of the grade to Strawberry Flat. 


The old Scotchman who lives at that 
place invited us intd his cabin and had 
a good hot fire, so we could get warm. 
One young lady from the other party 
walked all the way to the flat througlr 
that deep snow, and had no rubbers on. 
She was at the cabin when the rest of 
us arrived. There were four ladies in 
those two machines. On the other side 
of the summit it snowed hard, and air* 
this side, and the rest of the way home 
it just poured down rain. 


We had wrapped sacks around our 
shoes and sewed them on like leggins, 
so it was not hard walking in the snow, 
although it was fully two feet deep 
near tho top of the "Dobbin's" grade. 


From Strawberry Flat we came on 
without any trouble to "Squirrel Inn," 
whero the stage was just coming out. 
As soon as possible he passed us and 
broke a fine track all the rest of the 
way. 


As we came down the mountain tho 
snow was thawing rapidly, but Aero 
jvas Bnow clear down almost to tho toll 
house at tho foot of the canyon. Wo" 
came through fourteen miles of snow 
in all, seven miles of' which wo had to 
work every bit of the way. 


We felt the cold more after reaching 
San Bernardino than wo did in tho 
mountains where the snow was. 


Mr. Overholtzer and Mr. Lunde came, 
clear to San; Bernardino with us and 
would stay there all night and get some 
dry clothes" and provisions and return 
next morning on the stage and walk on 
into camp from Squirrel Inn, They will 
not attempt to como out until tho snow 
melts so they can bring out the trailer 
and all the camp outfit. 


The two little Ford cars made the 
trip without any trouble at all. 


We had the most glorious time, and 
would have stayed right there and en­ 
joyed it if it had not been for the little 
ones and causing the folks at home to 
worry. 


We brought out all the firsh wo were 
allowed for five persons, twenty to 
each, and have beon able to remember 
the relatives and a good many of our 
friends who'will, I'm sure, testify to 
the truth of this story so'that it will 
not be considered a mere "flshfcory."

No 
Advance in Minimum Weights by 
the Southern Pacific. 


San.Francisco, April 30.—Business jn 
canned fruit 
lines continues 
rather 
quiet. 
Spot goods are moviiig rather 
slowly. Because of the uncertainty of 
tho outlook for canned goods, no great 
amount of interest is being shown in 
futures. However, asparagus has mot 
with good sale and the demand con­ 
tinues good. 


Announcement has been made by £ho 
Southern Pacific that there will bo no 
advance in the minimum weight a car 
on canned goods" for eastern markets. 
Tho minimum will remain at 40,000 
pounds and the carload charge is based 
on this amount. The Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission gave permission to 
increase the weight, but there wore nu­ 
merous requests from the trade that 
tho minimum be not raised and the 
company has decided to let it remain 
as before. 


The Riverside Canning Company is 
erecting a plant in that city, which 
it/hopes to have In readiness for tho 
opening of the aprocot season, the mid­ 
dle of June. Tho plant will have a 
capacity of 1,500 cars a day at first, 
but same will be increased^ ns the oc­ 
casion demands. Apricots, peaches and 
tomatoes will be handled the first year.

The record of rainfall from 1900 to 1915 in the Covina valley has 
been compiled by Captain X. D. Mussey. 
The rain gauge at his ranch 
does not always exactly agree with measurements in other portions 
of the valley, for the reason that the rainfall varies in the Covina 
valley, even when the gauges are but a mile or two apart. 
Captain 
IVIussey's figures, however, are good for the general average in the 
valley. 
The peculiar weather of this year gives the month of May 
more rainfall than any corresponding mouth in the past ten years.

The Death Figures Are Mounting. , 


The elimination of many of the grade.crossings must be one of the 
serious considerations of the authorities in this state. 
It should 
especially be a matter of grave consideration for Los Angeles county. 
AH crossings cannot be done away with, but crossings at intersections 
with the main-travelled boulevards should be given attention, for 
our record in killed and maimed is appalling. 


Outside of Los Angeles city the boulevards run through man.v 
miles of citrus and walnut orchards—dense foliage that completely 
shuts off the view. 
Many of the most dangerous crossings are those 
where every perspective is blotted by trees. 
Added to this, is the 
fact that much of "this coastal plain of Southern California is almost 
level, or with a gradual slope to the sea. 
There are no elevations of 
consequence where street, cars and trains may be located. 
The aeei 
dents at crossings occur often when* neither train-men or automobile 
driver can be blamed. 
The Hying interurban train seems to come out 
of the 'air, and the automobile driver has very little opportunity to 
think and act, with intelligence. 


The making of tunnels beneath these crossings is not. as expensive 
a. work as in most countries. It is a question of excavation and con­ 
crete. 
Besides the malting of the boulevards safe at these crossings, 
the storm-water is allowed better progress in winter. 
Railroad em­ 
bankments cause much trouble in holding back the floods in the 
orchard districts; causing bad washing in the groves. 


The accident at Lynwood. when five lives were blotted out, is 
fresh in our memory. 
But these accidents have occurred all too fre­ 
quently, 
ft is a bad advertisement for this land of fine boulevards. 
The ever-present danger from these crossings mars the pleasure of 
every automobile party. 
The county and the railroad companies 
should take this matter up with the serious intention of doing some­ 
thing within the coming year. 
It is a more urgent work than flood 
control. 
AVe should not invite people to Southern California to be 
killed. 
. 


Looking Askance at Their Handiwork. 


Creating jobs for the unemployed is the last resort of an incompe­ 
tent government.

not be so if all the frosted fruit could 
be eliminated at once. But brokers say 
this is never done and that a certain 
amount is sure to be shipped, despite 
the best precautions; nnd a few infect­ 
ed orchards will soon contaminate an 
entire package. 
This was proved

year when cargoes reached 
destination 
and were thrown on the market in eight 
to ten days from the time of embarka­ 
tion. 


This year, under war conditions, the 
transit
